The water may need to be skimmed once 
‘or twice. A great many cooks use a tiny 
bit of baking soda, as well as salt in the 
water, the former to keep them green, 
but if a little butter is added when they 
are half done this may serve as well, and 
it makes the water in which they are 
cooked a good stock for a vegetable soup. 
Drain sprouts carefully and keep hot. 


Brussels Sprouts in Butter. 

Allow tor one quart of cooked or merely 
blanched (boiled for ten minutes) sprouts 
two tablespoons of butter and salt and 
pepper to taste. Do notallow the sprouts 
to cool before sautéeing them in the but- 
ter until tender. Serve hot and sprinkle 
them with a teaspoon of chopped parsley 
if to taste. Frying or stewing partially 
cooked (by boiling) Brussels sprouts is 
one of the most universal ways of serving 
them. 

Of course some people serve them in 
white sauce, as they do almost every 
other vegetable under the sun. The Eng- 
lish serve them as they do almost every 
other vegetable, in a drainer dish, after 
boiling them, with melted butter in a 
separate dish.

How to Prepare. 

Brussels sprouts being delicate, they 
must be prepared delicately. The cook 
should put her glasses on if her eyes re- 
quire them for reading, when she cleans 
this vegetable. Take off the broken or 
yellowed outer leaves and clip the stem 
closely. If there are any suspicious 
marks cut the stem off entirely, so that 
the inside can be investigated. There 
are cooks who believe in washing all 
vegetables quickly, and getting them out 
of the water as quickly as possible, but 
at this time of year almost any vegeta- 
dle may be freshened by leaving it under 
running water from fifteen minutes toa 
half hour or more. The tinier the sprouts 
the finer they are likely to be, and none 
shoul be larger than a walnut. 


To Boil Brussels Sprouts. 

No matter how Brussels sprouts are to 
be used, they must first be boiled until 
tender, but not till broken. If they are to 
be sautéed for five minutes in butter, 
fifteen minutes’ boiling may be sufficient.

1 shall also deal 
gith the boy between 2 and 8 years of 
qe, 28 previously, dresses are worn, and 
we regular boy garments worn after 8 
are better bought unless one is 
skilled in tailoring. re hy 
Formerly in choosing suits for the boy 
choice of color and material was about 
al that the average mother concerned her- 
gelf with, as the Russian blouse sult was 
the only style in vogue: Now 
there are in addition various picturesque 
pes wuch as the Dickens suits, Oliver 
twist, David Copperfield, Nicholas 
Nickleby in all their quaint variations, the 
middy suits, with long or short trousers, 
the Romney Boy Blue Jackanapes, and 
the ton suits so much in favor with 
English boys. 
These quaint models are worn by the 
boys. About 7 or earlier if the 
child is large for his age the boy is ad- 
yanced into Norfolk jackets and the more 
mannish sailor suits. Even the younger 
child, however, must not wear models 
that are sissy looking if the mother 
would not have her son's life made miser- 
able by his playmates, Fancy velvets of 
the Fauntleroy type have given place to 
nen even. for “party” wear. Ribbed 
sik, satin, and velvet are still used for 
dress occasions, but the more practical 
gash materials are preferred.

Until the age of 6 years the 
dressed lad ie kept in wash materials all 
the year round.

popular. Madras is liked for the blouses 
of the boys who have been advanced to 
gergea and tweeds.

For overcoats the favorite for the quite 
all boy is what is known as the Peter 
Thompson reefer both long and short 
and in various weights of serge and rough 
cloths. For hard use the Scotch and Eng- 
lish tweeds made on simple boyish lines 
give excellent service. Quite tiny lads 
wear regular storm coats after they start 
to school. Corduroy ahd velvet coats are 
better sulted for the years, 


For the smaller boy, When the mother

Answers to Queries. 

M. C.: In making a boy’s sult the vari- 
ous parts should have the pockets in 
piace before they are joined. These are 
marked for position according to their 
perforations. A patch pocket, as its 
name implies, is simply a patch sewed 
to the garment on three sides. A slash 
pocket is made on the inside of the gar- 
ment and has a slit opening through to 
the outside. Then there is the pocket 
with the in and out lap. Side pockets 
for trousers are usually made in a seam 
from stout silesia or- cambrie faced on 


the edges with the material of the trous- 


ers.

KATHRYN: To mend lace, the thread 
must exactly match the lace in tint. The 
darning should follow the line of the 
mesh as nearly as possible, crossing at 
right angles if the net be filet, diagonally 
for Valenciennes and other varieties. 
Mend lace before washing or dry clean- 
ing, and later inspect for any further 
breaks. The neatest way to join lace is 
to buttonbole the edges closely together 
fora seam. For piecing elsewhere, lay 
one section on the other and unite in such 
a way the sewing can come around a 
design in a close hemming stitch.

Answers came from South Bend, Ind., 
Fairfield, Ia., Wichita, Kas., Steubenville, 
O., Dixon, III., Pittsburgh, Pa., Burling- 
ton, Ia., and Princeton, Ill, The answers 
of the correspondents included, or con- 
tained separately, the letters of influen- 
tial men in each city. The sentiment in 
the main is strongly in favor of Billy Sun- 
day. The makers of averse statements 
declined to allow their names to be used. 

The general impression from these eight 


towns and cities is that Billy Sunday’s 


work not only had e lasting effect upon 
the converts made in the communities but 
that the politcal and moral conditions 
there were permanently improved by his 
visit. Even among those who are enthu- 
slastic about the work of Billy Sunday, 
there are some expressions of distaste for 
his fanfaronade and his use of slang. But 


ö others declare that in these things lie the 


yalue of Sundays revivale—that through 
his extraordinary methods he engages 
the attention of persons he could reach 
n no Other way. ‘ 
The responses to the letters sent out by 
Tan TRIBUNE are printed herewith: 
“Rev. W. A. Sunday began one of his 
peculiarly characteristic revivals in South 
Bend in April, 1913, and ended it Sunday, 
June 15, seven weeks later. A tabernacle 
heating 10,000 people was erected in a con- 
venient part of the city distant from the 
business center. In the seven weeks pro- 
fession of faith were made before Mr. 


* Sunday by nearly 7.000 persons. The 
money collected before, during and shortly 


Sunday the contributions were approx- 
imately $10,500, Mr. Sunday's share. After 
the campaign more contributions were 
fecelyed, bringing the evangelist’s share 
up to about $11,000. 

“ That the Sunday campaign haé a great 
moral effect upon South Bend is generally 
acknowledged, even by those opposed to 
Ma queer methods. That it did may be 
Nadily understood from the fact that on 
Noy. 4, following, the people elected a 
Mayor on a citizens’ ticket in the face of 
& Republican ticket, a Progressive or 
Bull Moose ticket, and a Democratic 
ticket with the Democrats in control of 
the city and having the influence implied 
by such control. 


“In the several Sundays immediately ting 
following the end of Mr. Sundays cam-

That there has 
been some backsliding cannot be denied, 
but considered as a whole the results of 
the campaign were wonderful, and then

* As to the moral effect upon the city, 
I believe it to be generally conceded that 
it was very excellent. Perhaps the strong- 
eat tangible evidence is the fact that 
in November, 1913, following the May 
Billy Sunday revival of 1018, the city 
elected a complete citizens’ ticket which 
disregarded politics and was based upon 
a campaign of law enforcement. The 
citisena’ ticket was elected throughout, 
mayor, counsel, and all city offices. The 
tone of the city—i, .: the popular senti- 
ment of the city-upholds the city ad- 
ministration in the fact that it is follow- 
ing out fully the policy under which it 
was elected, I think the churches were 
permanently benefited and that the city 
in a moral way was permanently benefited 
by the Billy Sunday campaign.

Dear Sir: The Rev. Billy Sunday ar- 
rived in Fairfield on the evening of April 
8, 1907, and on the following day pro- 
ceeded with thirty-two daye of his usual 
class of sermons, ending on May 5, 1907. 
He made sixty addresses during his so- 
journ, with a total of 1,118 conversions. 
The attendance at this meeting was esti- 
mated at 140,000, with a total expense of 
$3,200; $3,545 was contributed and the 
difference, $845, was divided among the 
churches. . 

„At his last meeting a free will offering 
was taken up and the sum of $3,647 was 
given to him for his services. 

“The effect of this meeting is still 
geen in the city. It brought the churches 
and the people closer together and made 
them work in harmony with one another. 
It is estimated that 90 per cent of the 
people that were converted are now work- 
ing in the churches.

“ Sunday’s campaign in Pittsburgh be- 
gan Dec. 28, 1013, and lasted eight weeks. 
During that time 22,852 persons hit the 
sawdust trail. The evangelist received a 
free will offering of $46,000. Besides this 
there Were collections of $88,000 to meet 
tabernacle expenses and other items in- 
cident to conducting the biggest evangel- 
istic campaign ever undertaken in the 
world up to that time. About 6,000 per- 
sone identified themselves with various 
churches as a direct result of the cam- 
paign. The Methodist Episcopal church 
led in the number of accessions to mem- 
bership, with the Presbyterian second and 
United Presbyterian third. Lutberane 
and Baptists were next. Some denomina- 
tions took no part in the revival, but these 
too, seem to have benefited. 

“Of the 850 ministers in Allegheny 
county thirty were questioned regarding 
the final results of the Sunday campaign. 
Practically all united in saying there had 
been a great religious awakening, bess m- 
temperance, increased interest in church 
pervices, excellent attendance by Sunday 
converta, Who gave freely of their means 
to support the work of the church. A few 
said some of their Bunday converts had 
fallen back into former ways, but that for 
the most part these converts made splen- 
did Christian workers. From among the

A piece of machinery has been devised 
for making ocean waves for inland re- 
sorts. It. will make to your liking any 
one of half a dozen or more different 
kinds of wavee—ocean waves, long roll- 
ing billows, short ‘choppy “waves, and, 
among others, the whitecap variety.

These binary systems are windows 
througa which the imagination may 
strive to look out upon the (xpanse and 
mystery of the universe.
